President Richard Nixon, we expect 
that the so-called honeymoon is over 
for our new president. Not so much 
from the standpoint of the people or 
even the elected representatives 
(although many are expressing 
displeasure over Ford’s action) but 
mostly from the tv news people and 
the Eastern press. 
From our vantage point here in 
rural West Texas we do not know if 
President Ford made the right move 
or not. But we do know that this 
country did not need a couple more 
years of dragging 
a 
former 
President through the courts. If this 
action will help end the Watergate 
period of our history then we expect 
that it was the right decision. 
Like most major decisions that the 
man in the White House must face, 
only time will tell if it was the right 
one. One thing about it, what’s done 
is done and no amount of bickering 
by the press or any one else is likely 
to 
change 
the 
decision 
that 
President Ford has made. 
We suspect that what bothers most 
of those in Washington is the fact 
that the President made the decision 
on his own and did not throw the 
question out for them to voice their 
opinion on it. 
In the final analysis, it all boils 
down to how you felt about Nixon 
from the very beginning. Those who 
have always been Nixon haters 
would have only been satisfied with 
Nixon spending his remaining years 
either in prison or in disgrace. They 
are not interested in justice—just 
revenge. Those who have been 
Nixon fans will applaude the 
President’s decision and feel that it 
was the only right move to make. 
The rest of us caught somewhere in 
between can only wonder if this was 
indeed the right move and at the 
same time hope that this will in­ 
deed bring the matter to a close. 
One keeps hearing the cry “equal 
justice for all,” but in all reality 
equal justice for all is only a dream. 
While this nation comes closer than 
most to offering equal justice for all, 
we still are a long way from this 
ideal goal. The fact of the matter is 
that none of us really know what 
equal justice is. Is it an eye for an 
eye or do you temper justice with 
mercy? Where does rehabilitation 
| fit in to the question of equal justice? 
We do not have the slightest idea

The rump roast is flavorful, 
though less tender than the 
rib and contains a large 
amount of bone. 
The sirloin tip is boneless, 
but despite its name, is not as 
tender as a sirloin steak. 
The eye-of-round roast is 
lean and meaty with a good 
flavor. All these roasts take 
over\ roasting well. 
Less tender cuts which 
should be cooked in liquid 
include the heel of round, 
chuck roast and brisket, she 
said.

The defending district 
champion Pied Pipers gave

the first score. Rowland split 
the uprights for the point 
after. 
Following the kickoff, the 
Yellowhammers moved back 
into Piper territory on a 12 
yard pass [day to the 43 and 
then gained five more yards 
to the Hamlin 38. Bid Lopez 
had his second pass picked off 
by a Reynolds only this time 
it was by Paul.

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If Friday night’s contest is any 
indication, the Pied Pipers are going 
to have another exciting team to 
watch this year. More than likely 
they will come up against more 
opposition in future games than 
Rotan offered Friday night but with 
this kind of explosive offense they 
should be an exciting team to watch 
against any kind of opposition. 
Friday night’s game was one of 
those kinds that only a home town 
fan could enjoy and even then you 
had to feel for the kids on the other 
side. They tried hard but were just 
completely out matched. 
It was one of those games that 
neither coach likes to see. The losing 
coach really has his work cut out for 
him this week as he tries to bring his 
kids back up from such a loss. And 
the winning coach has a hard time 
keeping both his team and his fans 
from getting carried away after 
such a one-sided victory. 
But there is not much you can do 
after you have cleared the bench and 
your team keeps on scoring. No 
coach is going to tell any of his kids 
not to do their best when they are on 
the field. 
The problem this week will be 
getting ready to play Haskell In­ 
dians, a team that has always 
played well against the Pipers. 


Well, 
after Sunday morning’s 
announcement by President Gerald 
Ford on the pardon for former 
President Richard Nixon, we expect 
that the so-called honeymoon is over 
for our new president. Not so much 
from the standpoint of the people or 
even the elected representatives 
(although many are expressing 
displeasure over Ford’s action) but 
mostly from the tv news people and 
the Eastern press. 
From our vantage point here in 
rural West Texas we do not know if 
President Ford made the right move 
or not. But we do know that this 
country did not need a couple more 
years of dragging 
a 
former 
President through the courts. If this 
action will help end the Watergate 
period of our history then we expect 
that it was the right decision. 
Like most major decisions that the 
man in the White House must face, 
only time will tell if it was the right 
one. One thing about it, what’s done 
is done and no amount of bickering 
by the press or any one else is likely 
to 
change 
the 
decision 
that 
President Ford has made. 
We suspect that what bothers most 
of those in Washington is the fact 
that the President made the decision 
on his own and did not throw the 
question out for them to voice their 
opinion on it. 
In the final analysis, it all boils 
down to how you felt about Nixon 
from the very beginning. Those who 
have always been Nixon haters 
would have only been satisfied with 
Nixon spending his remaining years 
either in prison or in disgrace. They 
are not interested in justice—just 
revenge. Those who have been 
Nixon fans will applaude the 
President’s decision and feel that it 
was the only right move to make. 
The rest of us caught somewhere in 
between can only wonder if this was 
indeed the right move and at the 
same time hope that this will in­ 
deed bring the matter to a close. 
One keeps hearing the cry “equal 
justice for all,” but in all reality 
equal justice for all is only a dream. 
While this nation comes closer than 
most to offering equal justice for all, 
we still are a long way from this 
ideal goal. The fact of the matter is 
that none of us really know what 
equal justice is.
